from Tithes more certain in amount and more easy of collec- 
tion, several Acts have been from time to time passed lor the establish- 
ment of Compositions for Tithes throughout- Ireland; but the iiiterpo- 
T) sition of Parliamen. is further necessary in reference to various circum- 
stances peculiar to that part of the United Kingdom: And whereas 
His Majesty has been pleased to issue a Commission, bearing date the 
Fifth day of August in the fifth year of His Majeslv’s reiwn, author- 
izing and directing the persons therein named to inquire whether ade- 
]0 quate provision is now made for the Religious instruction and for the 
general Education of the People of Ireland : And whereas it appears by 
the First Report of the Commissioners named in such Commission 
that in some Benefices tliere are no members of the Established Church 
and in other Benefices few such members : And whereas it appears by 
15 Returns laid before Parliament, that in many instances the Income of 
Benefices is greatly disproportioned to the extent of Ecclesiastical 
duty required of the Incumbents ; and it is therefore exj>edient to make 
provision for uniting and dividing Benefices, and for altering the boun- 
daries and regulating the incomes thereof, with a view to a better dis- 
Iribution of Ecclesiastical Duties and Revenues ; And whereas it is 
just and necessary for the establishment of peace and good order in 
IrelaiKl, and conducive to religion and morality, that after adequate 
provision made for the spiritual wants of the members of the Esta- 
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blished Church, the surplus revenue shall be applied to the moral and 
religious education of the people, without distinction of religious per- 
suasion ; and also that the said Compositions for Tithes shall be made 
payable by persons having a perpetual estate or interest in the lands 
subject thereto, a reasonable deduction being made upon the amount 
thereof in consideration of the greater facility and security of collection 
arising out of such transfer of the liability to the payment thereof from 
the occupying tenantry to the owners of such estates or interests; 
JBCS it tfimfote enattrir, by The KING’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, THAT the right of all persons in and 
to all Tithes or Compositions for Tithes heretofore accrued or at any 
time hereafter to accrue due in Ireland, shall wholly cease and deter- 
mine; provided that nothing herein contained shall extend to any 
Arrears of Compositions heretofore accrued due and payable to or by 
any person entitled to the receipt or bound to the payment of the same 
by virtue of any such certificate of agreement as is mentioned in an

year, in any Court of Law or Equity. 
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And be it Enacted, That so much of an Act made in the Third and 
Fourth years of the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act 
for the Relief of the Owners of Tithes in Ireland, and for the amend- 
ment of an Act passed in ihe last Session of Parliament, intituled, 
‘ An Act to amend three Acts passed respectively in the fourth, fifth, 
and in the seventh and eighth years of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Fourth, providing for the establishing of Compositions for 
Tithes in Ireland, and to make such Compositions permanent,’ ” as 
makes any person entitled to the receipt of any Composition for Tithes 
liable as such to the King’s Majesty for the repayment by certain in- 
stalments of any advances made under authority of the said Act; and

the forging or counterfeiting any draft, instrument or writing in form 
of or purporting to ho a draft, made by the said Commissioners or 
atiy of them, or shall utter and publish any such, knowing the same 
to be forged or counterfeited, with an intent to defraud the said 
Commissioners of Land Revenues or the Governor and Company 25 
of the Bank of Ireland, or any Body Corporate or any person or 
persons whomsoever, every person or persons so offending, being 
thereof lawfully convicted, shall be and is and are hereby declared 
to be guilty of felony, and shall be liable to be transported for the 
term of his or their life. 30 

And be it further Enacted, That if any person who shall make or 
take any oath, affirmation or affidavit under or in pursuance of the 
provisions of this Act shall therein wilfully or knowingly swear, 
affirm or answer falsely to any matter or thing, every such person, 
being duly convicted thereof, shall incur and suffer such penalties, 35 
pains and disabilities as persons convicted of wilful and corrupt 
perjury are by law liable to. 

And be it further Enacted, That if any action or suit shall be 
brought against any person for any thing done in pursuance of this 
Act, such action or suit shall be commenced within Si.r calendar 40 
Months next after the fact committed, and not afterwards, and shall 
be laid in the county or place where the cause of complaint did arise, 
and not elsewhere ; and the defendant in every such action or suit 

may 
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I may plead the General Issue, and give this Act and the special 

matters in evidence at any trial to be had thereupon ; and if the jury 
shall find for the defendant in any such action or suit, or if the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs shall he nonsuited, or discontinue his or their 
5 action or suit, or if upon demurrer judgment shall be given against 
the plaintiff or plaintiffs, each defendant shall have We costs, and 
have the like remedy for the same as any defendant hath in other 
cases to recover costs by law. 

And be it Enacted, That the words and expressions hereinafter Juteifreta- 
lo mentioned, which in their ordinary signification have a more con- 
fined or a different meaning, shall in this Act, except where the 
nature of the provision or context of the Act shall exclude such 
construction, be interpreted as follows ; (tliat is to say) the words 
Eord Lieutenant of Ireland shall extend to any Lords Justices or 
75 other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, and the words “ Com- 
missioners of Land Revenues shall be construed to tnean the Com- 
missioners of His Majesty's Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works 
and Buildings ; and the word “ Land ” shall extend to manors, mes- 
suages and other hereditaments, whether corporeal or incorporeal, and 
20 whether freehold or copyhold or of any other tenure ; and the word 
“Appointment” shall be construed to mean institution, collation, pre- 
sentation, election, donation, nomination, licpna#^ or induction; and 
the word “ appointed” shall be construed to mean instituted, collated, 
presented, elected, nominated, licensed or inducted ; and the words 
25 “ Persons entitled to Compositions for Tithes,” or to any “Compo- 
sition,” shall be construed to extend to and include all ecclesiastical 
persons and bodies corporate, sole or aggregate, lay or ecclesias- 
tical, or collegiate, and all incumbents of parishes, whether Rectors, 

Vicars or Curates, and all Impropriators and Appropriators, and ail 
30 persons whomsoever, being the owners of or entitled or interested in 
any manner whatsoever, at law or in equity, whether in their own right 
or by virtue of any order or process of any Court, as trustees, devisees, 
personal representatives, lessees, sequestrators, receivers or otherwise, 
to any Tithes, or portion or portions of Tithes, or Composition esta- 
35 blished in lieu of Tithes, or portion or portions of such Composition, 
or who would have been so entitled to any such Composition if the 
same had not been suspended by virtue of any lease or agreement; 
and the word “ Person” shall extend to and comprise all and every 
bodies politic and corporate, sole and aggregate, lay and eccle- - 
40 siastical, and collegiate; and the words “ Compositions for Tithes” 
shall extend and be applied to any portion or portions of a Compo- 
sition, and to any Tithes or portion of Tithes, and to any part of a 
yearly payment thereof, as well as to a Composition ; and the word 
“ County” shall extend and be applied to any riding, county of a city 
or county of a town, or city and county, as well as a county at large ; 
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and the word “ Parish” shall extend and be applied to any part of 
a parish forming a distinct benefice, and to extra-parochial place or 
places separately chargeable with any Composition for Tithes, as 
well as to a parish ; and every word importing the singular number 
only shall extend and be applied to several persons or things as 5 
well as one person or thing; and every word importing the mas- 
culine gender only shall extend and be applied to a female as well 
as a male.

Actinaybe And be it Enacted, That this Act maybe altered, amended or 
repealed by any Act to be passed in this present Session of Par- 
liament. 
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
